thereby bringing the total cost to $1,000.00 for a com- 


plete job.

BY-LAWS OF THE BAR MILLS 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 
March 11, 1947 


Article No. 1 


Sec. No.1 The Name of this Association shall be the 
Bar Mills Fire Dept. 


Article No. 2 


Sec. No.1 The Membership shall consist of such 
persons as are Members of the Association at the time 
of the adoption of these By-Laws, together with such 
persons as shall be hereafter admitted to membership. 

Sec. No.2 New Members shall be twenty-one (21) 
years of age and shall be elected to membership by the 
Members of the Association on recommendation of the 
Chief of the Dept. Upon election new Members must 
sign these By-Laws. 

Sec. No.3 Hach Member must attend at least four 
(4) regular meetings in each Calendar Year, or be 
suspended. 

Sec. No.4 Each member shall be entitled to one 
vote in all meetings of the Association, upon all ques- 
tions coming before said meeting, including the election 
of officers. : 
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Sec. No.5 A member may be reinstated at any time 
by a majority vote of the members present, at any regu- 
lar meeting of the Association, provided that he is re- 
commended for such reinstatement by the Chief of the 
Dept. 

Sec. No.6 Any person may become an honorary 
member of this Association by a two-thirds (2 /3) vote 
of the members present at any regular meeting of the 
Association, but such honorary members shall not be 
entitled to any vote in the meetings of the Association. 
The Secretary shall keep a separate list of such mem- 
bers in the record. 


Article No. 3 


Sec. No.1 Each active member of this Association 
shall pay dues of One Dollar and Twenty cents ($1.20) 
a year, ‘payable in advance. 

Sec. No.2. Any member who is Six (6) months in 
arrears for dues shall be suspended, provided that he 
has had at least Thirty (30) days notice that his dues 
are in arrears. The Secretary shall be required to send 
both of the above notices. 


Article No. 4 


Sec. No.1 The Annual meeting of this Association 
shall be held on the first (1st.) Sunday in February. 

See. No.2 Regular meetings shall be held on the first 
(1st.) Sunday in each month. 

Sec. No.3 Special meetings may be held on the call 
of the President of the Association. 

Sec. No.4 All members of the Association shall be 
notified by the Secretary of any regular or special meet- 
ing by posting a notice at the Bar Mills Post Office at 
least Seven (7) days before said meeting. 

Sec. No.5 All meetings shall begin promptly at 
Seven Thirty (7:30) P.M. unless otherwise stated in 
the call for said meeting. 
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Sec. No.6 Seven (7) members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 


Artice No. 5 

Sec. No.1 The officers of this Association shall be 
a Chief, who shall be ex-officio President of the Asso- 
ciation. An assistant Chief who shall be ex-officio Vice 
President of the Association, President, Vice President, — 
Secretary, Treasurer, Executive Committee, Two (2) 
captains and Two (2) Lieutenants. 

Sec. No.2. Any Honorary members may be elected 
as Honorary President and Vice President at the An- 
nual meeting of the Association. 

Sec. No.3 The Executive Committee shall consist 

of three (3) members, one (1) of whom shall be elected 
at the annual meeting for aterm of three (8) Years. The 
President and Secretary shall be ex-officio members of 
this committee. 
Sec. No.4 All these Officers except as provided for 
election of members of the Executive Committee shall 
be elected at the Annual meeting, and shal] serve for 
One (1) Year or until their successors are elected. 


Article No. 6 


Sec. No.1 The President and Vice President when | 
acting as such shall perform such duties as are usually 
performed by such Officers in other associations. 

Sec. No.2 The Secretary shall keep a true and ac- 
curate record of the meetings of the Association, and 
all fires to which the Dept. is called, shall keep a record 
of the attendance of members at each meeting, shall 
notify members of their suspension, shall receive and 
collect all money due the association and turn this 
money over to the Treasurer, receiving from him a 
proper receipt. 3 

Sec. No.3 The Treasurer shall receive all money 
from the Secretary keeping a true and accurate account 
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of the same and pay it out by vote of the Association 
at any regular meeting thereof, upon approval by the 
Executive Committee. 

Sec. No.4 In an emergency, when a meeting of the 
Association can not be called the Executive Committee 
is empowered to act for and in the name of the Asso- 
ciation.

The Buxton-Hollis Hospital, herewith, respectfully - 
submits its annual report. 

Four people in the past year received the total of 
thirty-eight days of board and care. This represents 
$209.00 of the money raised for the Hospital. 

There were four children in Buxton who took advan- 
tage of the tonsil clinics. The dental clinics were very 
well attended. We were very fortunate this past year 
to be able to obtain the services of Dr. Anton, a young 
dentist from Biddeford, to conduct our dental clinics. 

Thirteen dental clinics were held during the season. 
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Sixty-two children attended these clinics. All of these 
children received examinations and cleanings. In addi- 
tion to these, sixty-eight fillings and twenty-two ex- 
tractions were received by the children. 

Again, we wish to thank the people of the town for 
their assistance and loyalty.

Annual Report of Public Health Nurse 
Buxton — 1947 


Buxton was visited as needed during the first four 
months of the year, and since May first regularly once 
a week. 

Infants have been called upon as soon after return — 
from the hospital as possible to help mothers under- 
stand and follow physician’s orders and assist with any 
problems that have arisen. Other visits have been made 
to expectant mothers, pre-school, school, and crippled 
children and those with heart involvement. Any need- 
ing it have been referred to the Crippled Children’s or 
Cardiac Clinics in Portland, so they could receive the 
examinations and recommendations of a specialist. 

The Health Council has been very active. The Child 
Health Conferences sponsored by them this summer 
were successful. One was held in each of the following 
sections of the town to make transportation easier 
for the parents: West Buxton, Bar Mills, and Grove- 
ville. Forty-six children attended and nineteen physical 
examinations were given by Dr. A. G. Wiley. Nine 
children were immunized against whooping cough, diph- 
theria,. and tetanus, and eighteen were vaccinated 
against smallpox. If we can continue this program regu- 
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larly, we should be able to save many children from 
succumbing to epidemics of these dreaded diseases. 
Later we hope to be able to offer inoculations in the 
schools also. The more children protected in your com- 
munity, the less chance there is for an epidemic to 0oc- 
cur. 

Plans for school physical examinations were inter- 
rupted by the fires. Since that time Dr. Wiley has been 
so busy he has been unable to give us the time. We 
hope to make definite plans for this program early in 
the New Year. 

Positive reactors to the tuberculin tests given late in 
1946 were X-rayed in Biddeford in March. No reinfec- 
tion tuberculosis was found. 

Some school is visited each week to help the teachers 
with health problems. 

Your nurse will continue to call in Buxton regularly 
and hopes to be able to help with any health problems 
in the home or school. 7

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SCHOOL REPORT 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and citizens 
of the town of Buxton; the annual report is here- 
with submitted: 

There is evidence today of a widespread interest in 
improving our schools and in providing better educa- 
tional opportunities for all pupils. Different schools of 
thought have ayisen in regayvd to school planning and 
courses of study. Undoubtedly much good will come 
from the attention that is given these problems through 
study and research and resultant legislation. In this 
state much favorable legislation was accomplished at 
the last session of legislature. 

First of all: in order to have thoroughly trained and 
competent teachers the profession must be made suffi- 
ciently attractive to draw teachers of promise into the 
teacher training institutions. Recent legislative enact- 
ments have created additional resources by the alloca- 
tion of additional school funds:—with larger amounts 
to poorer towns. In order to be eligible for such alloca- 
tion of funds it has been necessary for towns to pay 
certain minimum salaries. There has also been enacted 
a teachers’ retirement plan with greater teacher bene- 
fits. 

In order to carry out these legislative requirements 
it has been necessary to ask for increased appropriations 
for our schools. However these costs are not out of line 
with increased costs in general today. Relatively teach- 
ers’ wages are not any higher in many cases than they 
were a few years ago. Yet all who are interested in the 
welfare of our schools realize the work must be well 
organized by the efficient and well trained teacher in 
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order to secure a satisfactory return on the funds in- 
vested in education. It is evident that further financial 
Support of schools is needed. It is obvious that we can 
not expect any further increase in property tax in 
many towns. It is possible that federal aid may become 
available to help in this emergency. 


New Legislation 
Ch. 87 Sec. 3 
‘The allocation of State School Funds for each posi- 
tion where a certified teacher is employed and where a 
minimum program of expenditure is maintained includ- 
ing minimum salaries for teachers has been increased 
from $300 to $400 and $90 is paid for each unit grada- 
tion beginning at 15 mills tax for school purposes: at 
15 mills—$90 is paid; then at 18 mills $180 with an 
additional $90 for each gradation up to 29 mills: these 
gradations to be by steps of 8 mills each. 
The scale of minimum salaries for teachers is: 


Pay 
All certified 
Teachers with training—2 years or less 51,500 
Teachers with training—3 years 1,600 
Teachers with training—4 years 1,700 
Teachers with training—5 years 1,800 


Ch. 341 50.A 
_ An act relating to control of Tuberculosis 

On or before Dec. 1, 1947 and biennially thereafter 
except that for those persons in whom the. disease is 
arrested the examination shall be annually, All super- 
intendents of schools, supervisors, teachers, school 
nurses, janitors, and school bus drivers and persons 
employed in the preparation of school lunches, shall 
file with the superintending school committee a certi- 
ficate showing that such employee has had a chest 
X-ray performed and interpreted as showing no signi- 
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ficant evidence of tuberculosis by persons recognized as 
skilled and experienced in such interpretation. No per- 
son whose X-ray shows active tuberculosis shall be 
employed in any school .... 


Ch. 22 Sec. 121 

An act relating to testing water supplies for Public 

Schools. 

During each year water supplies for public schools 
from sources other than municipal water systems must 
be tested: The cost of testing water supplies to be paid 
by municipalities. 


Provisions for Occupational Courses 


The law in regard to payment of Tuition by towns 
for so called vocational courses taken in other towns: 

“Any youth in a town that maintains an approved 
secondary school which offers less than two occupational 
courses of study and whose qualifications for such — 
training are approved by the superintending school 
committee of said town, may elect to attend some other 
approved secondary school to which he may gain ad- 
mission for the purpose of studying an occupational 
course not offered by the town of his legal residence. 
The sending town is then required to pay the tuition. 

IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT the pupil must 
take a vocational course and not merely take a subject 
under such a course. The entire course must be elected 
in order to place the sending town under the require- 
ment for paying tuition. Towns are reimbursed for 2/3 
of the amount paid for such tuition. 


Repairs 
This year we have expended $1,528.51 for repairs 
on school buildings. This work has consisted largely of 
upkeep work on buildings, on the plumbing systems, and 
heating systems. Considerable work has been done on 
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buildings in setting glass and puttying windows; re- 
newing the window weight cords; and in other general 
repairs. In many of the buildings desks and school fur- 
niture have been repaired. 

All of the buildings are in need of painting. However 
in view of the high cost of painting it seems unwise to 
paint any buildings this year; but to wait until with 
lower prices more work can be accomplished with the 
appropriation. 


Bar Mills Well 

For many years the supply of water has not: been 
adequate for this school. At present the well is dry 
and drinking water is hauled to the school daily in cans; 
and drinking fountains are used. Water for other pur- 
poses is taken from town reservoir which is near the 
well. This arrangement is unsatisfactory and the water 
in the well had tested “unfit for drinking purposes’, 
before the well became dry. It is evident that some other - 
source of water is necessary for this large school. It 
would seem that the drilling of an artesian well would 
be the only satisfactory solution of this problem. The 
drilled well at the High School has always provided an 
unfailing supply of pure water. 


Conveyance 


It will be noticed in comparing present costs for con- 
veyance with those of a few years ago that there have 
been steadily increasing costs for transporting pupils. 
This year the cost of conveyance was nearly $5,000.00 
This increase was due in part to closing of certain 
schools with a saving in maintenance cost to the town, 
the location of families in sections of the town remote 
from the nearest school, and part of the general in- 
crease in costs of transportation. 


Bids for Providing Conveyance 
At present in view of the large amount of transporta- 
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tion of pupils in town it seems desirable to have all 
conveyance routes in town awarded by bids. The speci- 
fications on which these bids are to be made will be 
given out at the end of the Spring Term. 

The loyalty and cooperation which we have received 
in support of our schools is greatly appreciated.

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Report of Special Committee Appointed 
to Study Plan of Consolidation 
of Secondary Schools

Two meetings were held by this committee. At the 
First Meeting Mrs. Marion E. I. Hague was elected 
_Chairman, and Dr. A. G. Wiley was elected Vice Chair- 
man. George E. Jack was elected Secretary. 

The question of consolidation of the Samuel D. Han- 
son High School with other High Schools. 

It was decided to have a meeting at a later date with 
school committee members’ and representative citizens 
from surrounding towns to consider the question of 
consolidation of secondary schools in this area; with 
one or more speakers from the State Dept. of Educa- 
tion. Citizens and interested individuals from surround- 
ing towns to be invited by Mr. Davis and Supt. Jack. 

Second meeting was held with school committee mem- 
bers AND INTERESTED CITIZENS FROM Sur- 
rounding towns: and citizens from Buxton. Mr. Earle 
Hutchinson, Director of secondary education, and Mr. 
Richard J. Libby, assistant to the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation from the State Dept. of Education were present. 
Mr. Hutchinson spoke on legislation dealing with differ- 
ent phases of Consolidation. Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. 
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Libby answered questions regarding problems of con- 
solidation. Mr. Hutchinson explained the so called per- 
missive legislation in regard to joining of Towns for 
the purpose of providing better school facilities. That 
such legislation was permissive and in no way compul- 
sory; that formation of community school districts 
would be voted by the inhabitants of the respective 
towns at a meeting called for such purpose in the same » 
manner as a regular Town Meeting would be called in 
the respective towns, to form a secondary school dis- 
trict known as a community School District. The Dis- 
trict would be authorized to acquire and hold property 
at a designated value. The community school would also 
be authorized by vote to borrow money and issue bonds 
and notes for building construction and other school 
purposes. 

ORGANIZATION; When two (2) or more towns 
have voted to form a community schoo] district, the 
municipal officers in each town of the proposed dis- 
trict shall appoint 3 PERSONS TO BE INCORPORA- 
TORS of said proposed school district and they shall 
become trustees of said district. The election of teach- 
ers and other matters pertaining to administration of 
schools are to be controlled by the Community School 
Committee. All other matters are left to the trustees 
who shall serve with out pay except the treasurer who 
may be paid not to exceed $100 per year. The total 
indebtedness for building construction and other costs 
shall not be in excess of 5% of the total valuation of 
all participating towns. 

Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. Libby explained at consider- 
able length the organization of the community schoo! 
district. 

The Community School committee shall consist of 
not more than 9 members: the number to be determined 
by trustees. The representation of each town shall be in 
approximately the same ratio as the town’s enrollment 


> 
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is to the enrollment in that school. No town shall have 
less than 1 nor more than 3 representatives on the com- 
mittee. The supt. of the Community School shall be 
selected by the community committee. The transporta- 
tion shall also be provided by the Community committee 
and this transportation cost from the surrounding towns 
shall be considered an expense of Operation of said 
- school. Towns may withdraw and new towns may be 
added. 

There was considerable discussion in regard to the 
advantages of such consolidation. It was shown that — 
many small towns now were saving taxpayers money by 
not maintaining High Schools, but instead were securing 
better educational facilities by paying tuition charges 
in larger schools. 

It was shown that by pooling resources and maintain- 
ing one secondary school unit a type of diversified edu- 
cational program would be made available to pupils in- 
smaller communities with such educational opportuni- 
ties as enjoyed by boys and girls in city schools. The 
minimum number has been set up as 400 pupils within 
a transportation area of 20 miles. Pupils would be able 
to select courses in the field of their real interests and 
aptitudes. Better trained teachers would be available and 
small classes with 2 or 38 pupils taking French and 
Latin or advanced mathematics would be eliminated. 
Many teachers today in small high schools are teaching 
or attempting to teach subjects for which they are 
poorly prepared because there is no one else to teach 
the subject. Many teachers have such a heavy teaching 
schedule out side of their particular field of preparation 
that there is no time for preparation of subject matter. 
Pupils in our larger communities have had the advan- 
tage of instruction in subjects such as Home Economics, 
manual training, industrial Art Subjects and Physical 
Education. With consolidation such subjects would be 
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available and students would not be under the necessity 
of leaving their local school to take these subjects in a 
large school system. Then the people in each community 
would have a vote on the type of school and the subjects 
to be offered. It is utterly impossible for the small high 
school even at prohibitive cost to maintain an adequate 
program for boys and girls of the present day. Consoli- 
dation would furnish a type of training that would 
meet the needs of youth. In such a school he could 
secure such training that he would be better prepared 
for employment in that particular field where his apti- 
tudes and inclinations would lead him. For this reason 
in such cases there would be better adjustment to life. 
The high building costs mentioned would seem to be pro- 
hibitive to consolidation at present. However so many 
advantages were apparent that it seems desirable to 
recommend that the town set aside a sum of money each 
year for a term of years until building costs are lower 
and with long range planning consider the possibility 
of consolidation at some future date.
